ALAMOGORDO, N.M., May 
20 i AP) — A test version of 
the Surveyor vehicle designed 
for an unmanned -soft landing 
on the moon made a smooth 
900-foot descent in a succes?- 
^ul final- test today prior to 
the scheduled May 30 flight 
to the moon. 

The craft was dropped from 
a balloon over nearby Hollo- 
man Air Force Base. 

Its three liquid-fuel engines, 
operating on information from 
two radar systems aboard the 
vehicle, then slowed th^ ve- 
hicle from a' speed of a*bout 
50 miles an hour to about 3.5 


miles an hour for the d^rt 
landing.
